Esquimalt Sleotion. 

The election at Esquitnah came off on 
Saturday, and re«ulted in the return of Mr- 
Gordon the government nominee, and in the 
defeat of Mr. Db Cosmos, the Liberal can- 
date. The Sheriff announced the slate cf 
the poll to be : 

Gordon, H 

Smith, cummonlyiv.iciibwti^aa Do 
Cosmos, 1" 

De Co.smo.s, 1 

Although there were only two candidates 
in the field, by the Sherifl's return there 
appears to be three. This occurred through 
a voter giving the name of De Cosmos 
instead of Smith, first; and although he im- 
mediately corrected the mistake before the 
entry was perfect ed,t\\o Sheriff refused to make 
the correction. There can be no doubt but 
that the correction ought to have been 
made. The Sheriff either thought differ- 
ently — at least he acted differently in re- 
fusing the alteration, and the consequence 
was, that instead of a tie vote, Mr. Gordon 
bad one majority. The law is so clearly in 
favor of rectifying the inistiike, if any at all 
that it has caused very unfavorabia com- 
ments on the Sheriff's conduct. But in re- 
lation to that matter, we learn, that a tho- 
rough investigation will be instituted; and 
if justice cannot be had here, the question 
will be laid before the law authorities of the 
Crown in England. Immediately on the 
close of the poll a protest was signed by 
the electors and given to the Sheriff, pro- 
testing against the election, the return, and 
against Mr. Gordon taking his seat. 
..AsTsoonas the announcement of the re- 
sult 'was made, groans were given for the 
Sheriff; three dismal groans for Gordon; 
and three hearty cheers for De Cosmos. 
The government supporters and the govern- 
ment candidate slunk away from public 
gaze, apparently ashamed of the dishonor- 
able victory which they had achieved. 

It is usual to expect at eleclioiis a strong 
ebullition of popular feeling, particularly on 
the part of the defeated, even when the 
elections are conducted fairly and with 
strict justice to all parties. The high-hnnd- 
ed proceedings, however, on the part of the 
government party at Esquimalt, gave ample 
opportunity for., public feeling to express 
itself in unmeasured terms; and the un- 
scrupulous aotofs did not escape public exe- 
cration. The conduct of high authorities 
were so much at variance with custom, with 
law, and with justice, that an inienso feel- 
ing of indignation pervades all cla<.-es of 
the community. With one voice they cry 
"Shame! .shame! How long shall such 
iniquitous proceedings go unwhipt df jus- 
tice? How long shall we allow an unscru- 
pulous party to lord it over free-born Eng- 
lishmen as they would over base-born 
slaves ]" 

The silence maintained since the election 
evidently show.n biat the Obstructives are 
ashamed of the victory, and fear the conse- 
quences; for they mual^kiiow that a day of 
retribution is at hand. Wo bjive no hesita- 
tion in saying that the election on Saturday 
has caused a greater revulsion in public 
feeling than any outrage committed by the 
government party during the last two years. 
In^faot we predict that tho result will be 
their certain overthrow ; whilst the Reform 
parly, wlth slrenRlhened forces, embracing 
all the wealth, the inteliigenco, the iiule- 
pendenco, and tho bone and Kin(uv of the 
country, will deal heavier blows than li ivi; 
ever yet been struck in this colony for the 
rights of Enyiishmitn, ituis reiuletiiig Satur- 
day last a day ever memorable in our 
.history. Tho shamoful result »{ the Victo- 
ria olfclion having inilininal.a in that of 
E.'iquinialt, we would be unworthy the 
proud name of freemen and Englislime,ii, 
did we not resent tho cnoroaohmenls on our 
lights, and toach tho actow that henbeforlh 
they will not be allowed to provoke public 
indignation with iii)puDiiy. 

Among other singular things that occurred 
at the Esquimalt election, wo most instance 
on«: On nomination day the Sheriff agreed 
to have a poll clerk j but «l the election lie 
acted in that capacity as well as lutnrning 
officer. Had thnre been a clerk it is lair to 
presume that Moore's vote would not have 
been refused in the mannur it was. Hul Ihe 
great wrong of the day was, confining the 
siaotlon (0 a lilt mode for latt year. ThOro 



is no doubt about the registration law being 
only made for last year. It was so assiTtcd 
in the Assembly w hen pasted. The letter 
and spirit of tlie act in specitic words stales 
that it was only to be used at any election 
that may take place in 185'.). And yet the 
Sheriff refused to receive any voter except 
on the list made for ISo'J, and thus e.vtended 
to 1860, and to elections ordered in 18G0, tho 
provisions of an act that were null and void 
when the last elections ordered in 1859 were 
over; and consequently many legal votes 
were prevented from being cast though ten- 
dered. Who is responsible for this, whether 
the Sheriff or the legal adviser of the Crown 
we cannot say. But it is so rank a violation 
of our right.s, and tends so directly to sap 
tho foundations of our liberties, that it de- 
serves the most searching investigation. 

Another pitiable sight was tho Harbor- 
master. He was conducted into Esquimalt 
between two high oHicials, like a criminal 
between his guards. Althoughiho had often 
affirmed that he had no vote through having 
sold his property, yet he was, apparently 
against his will, forced to vote— even to 
swallow the; oaths— whilst two prominent 
goverrime'nt*^bffioer8 stood at hia back urging 
him on. His name was on the. list, made 
for 1859, not for 1800; and as his vote was 
necessary for. the success of the government 
candidate, v<)te he must, right or wrong ; and 
vote he did. We leave him to public opin- 
ion, to reward or punish, as it sees fit. 

CasO'after case, as strongly marked as 
those cited, could be multiplied to show the 
■ Irenuous exertions made to defeat tho lib- 
eral candidate. Enough has been shown, 
however, to satisfy the most skeptical that a 
great wrong has been done; and although 
apparently a victory for thegovernmentparty 
has been gained, yet it is actually a greater 
moral victory for Reformers and reform prin- 
ciples, than has ever before been gained 
over the enemies of constitutional liberty in 
the colony. 

RiTUiiNiNO Thanks.— Mr. Gordon is out 
in a circular of thanks and pledges to the 
electors of Esquimalt for re-electing him. 
His reason for pursuing so novel a course 
wo give in his own words, viz. : " Gentle- 
men, owing to tho confusion at the close of 
this day's poll, I was unable to thank you 
for the honor conferred upon me, in again 
returning me as your representative tio the 
House of Assembly." We falied to observe 
the confusion which, is adverted to, for a 
more orderly people we: never saw. If the 
three groans given to Mr. Gordon. are what 
he calls confusion, then we can understand 
him. But wo presume the true reason was 
ihat ho was ashamed to face the electors 
and people. Mr. De Cosnio.s was heard re- 
spectfully at the close of the poll; and so 
would Mr. Gorilon, had he posses.sed any of 
those manly qualities that ICnglishmen ex- 
pect in their representatives. Rulurning 
thanks, however, to the electois by circular, 
nhows how clearly Mr. Goulon underslaiuls 
the position which he occnpies in public 
e.^'.imation ; how necessary for him to lake 
tho circuitous route of a printing otiice, two 
days after the close of the poll, to say what 
he dare not say face to face. 



Sir.vER Assay.— An inferior specimen of 
the Filvor ore, referred to elsewhere as hav- 
ing lately been discovered near Hope, was 
a.ssayed by Jdarohand and Co., yesterday, 
and yielded at the rate of S46 to the ton. 
A specimen furnished ws by Mr. McLaugh- 
lin, will evidently yield over $100 per ton; 
being far purer, and in^ comparison with 
the specimens from the Comstock lead, 
(Washoe), it >TaB found very similar. Such 
valuable discdveries lead ns to indulge in I 
the hope that inrlher mineral developments 
will spoeilily add to our resources and vastly 
to our population. 

For Fort Simpson.— The Hudson Bay 
Company's atearoer Otter departed. yester- 
day afternoon for Fort Simpson, taking sev- 
eral passengers and a large assortment of 
t;ood8, recently from London, ex Grecian. 
Among the passengers are three missio.iaries 
for the Chimsean country, who go up for the 
purpose of teaching the gospei to that trihe] 
Rev. Mr. Duncan, the well known mission- 
ary, accompanies tho party with tho inten- 
tion of locating them at various pifthts.

Court met at half-past 10 o'clou-k, His 
Hdnoi; Chief Justice Cameron presiding. 

IlKGINA vs. LEWIS. 

Richard X. Lewis was arraigaed on an 
indictment charging him with havinjj, on 
tiie 25th day of July Jast, while iio.ir I\lr. Fin- 
layson's residence, assaulted ''Johnson," a 
Hydali chief, with a deadly weapon, with 
intent to take life. 

Attorney-General Cury attended for the 
prosecution, and D. B. King and J. F. 
McCreiaht, Esqra., for the defence. 

The following evidence was adduced on 
the part of the prosecution; , . 

"Johnson," a Hydah ' Indiati, sworn:— 
Went to gather berries on the day I was 
shot, in the woods; met the prisoner there ; 
ihe prisoner fired at mo, and after I got up 
I saw a cask near ; the prisoner said nothing 
to me before he firod ; after he fired he said 
"don't you go;" prisoner fired at me three 
times; he only hit me the first time j after 
i fell down, iirisoiier struck me on the head 
with his pistol, and afterwards in the eyo 
with his fist; I had no arms; saw nobody 
«lse near ; nobody ran away; saw Ni.-ih-a- 
■ wa, an Indian, a sliort time after I was shot; 
Nish'-ii-wa said nothing. > • 

Cross-examined for the defence — Have 
got DO pistol ; have none at my home ; never 
had one; neither fish nor hunt: don't like 
whisky; after I was shot, 1 lay some time 
npon the ground : when I got up, I saw u 
oask ; I get my living from tne Indians for 
nothing; did not see the cask until I got oil 
the ground after I was shot. 

Nish-a-wa, a Hydah, sworn— Saw " John- 
json " and Lewis in the wood the day the 
former was shot; saw Lewis shoot three 
times at "Johnson;" only one ball out of 
the three shot him ; " Juhnson " told me that 
the prisoner had fired three shots at him; 
was gathering berries at about 15 yards from 
" Juhnson " at the time he was shot ; a little 
clootchman and a boy were a good distance 
olF at the time ; saw Lewis slioot ''Johnson." 

D. li. King, Emj,, opened the ease lor the 
defence, and pointed out serious discrepan- 
cies in the evidence of " Johnson." as given 
to-day and before the Police Judge, soma 
two weeks sinee. 

"Bob," a Chiinsean, sworn for the de- 
• fence. — Know the prisoner; know "John- 
son" too;, about 8 or 10 days ago saw scutlle 
between "Johnson" aud Lewi?; fust heard 
a dispute; wniked around the buah and 
looked ; heard Lewis say in Chinook "give 
me niy pistol— give me my pistol !" when I 
saw tlieni first, Uiey wore sciillliiig together ; 
'■ Jolin.soii" was euckiiig liis pistol to (Ire at, 
Ihe prisoner; when he had cocked it, ho 
walked up to Lewis and put it to his head ; 
Lewis struck "Jolinson" in the head with 
his pistol, and kicked hitn in the abdomen ; 
•• Johnson's'" wife ran away, and then I heard 
the report of a pistol ; saw nobodj' but Lewis, 
'• Jolr.isoii,'' and tlie lattei's wife; each of 
tliu parlies had a pistol when 1 arrived on 
the spot; they wore close together, trying lo 
lake the pistoU from each other ; tho prisoner 
finally fired at "Johnson," and the latter ran 
awuy ; prisoner tired two -more shots while 
he was running; I never drink any litjuor ; 
iloii'l likf llie llydali's; recugiii/.e Mr. Ainio 
a.i Uie [lersoii who a-keil nie to come here ; 
ho a.-ked ine il 1 knew aMytluiig about the 
aliair, ami I told him allabonl il ; never.-aw 
\isli-a-wa before to-day ; lie was not theru 
when the fight occurred ; gut no money for 
coining lu'ie; eanie because 1 was asked to 
by Ml. -Amie, I came here lo toll tho irntli, 
and 1 have tuld no lies. 

Nish'^'Wa recalled— Hava never seen the 
p re vioas fitness before this morning. 

Or. Trimble tesliSed that lie had e.\amin- 
ed the arm of " Johnson"'; it la impossible 
that he could have been shot while tunning 
.iway ; ha must have been shot while uiider- 

iieatli. 

Sillioste Aimo .sworn — .Am a wholi-.salo 
■grocer: saw the uiliiess " Bob'' about hall- 
past <J o'i;loi;k that iiioriiiiig; 1 spuke to wit- 
ness opj)o.-^ite my. store; told him tO_ OOmB 
here ami give evide'ice; on last Friday I 
traii.-^lated hi.s evitli'iice to .Mr. Pearkes ; a 
clootchman first told me '■ Hub" knew all 
about the atfair; never tuinpered with or 
offered bribes to «Iiob." 

Tho Court h'^re look a recess of half an 
hour, in order lhal. the jurors might obtain 
■ome refreshments. ' 

AFTER N OON S E S S 1 .V . 

Upon the reassembling of the Court, Mr. 
lliiig addressed the jury on bohalf of his 
(client ; adverted to Ihe disorepanoies which 
cvisii'd in "Johnson's" statement before 
the I'dlioe imigislratu and his evidence now; 
called upon llio jururs lo [jlace eoulidence in 
" Bob's'' testimony, aud letiirii a verdict of 
not guilty. " , . /T* 

The Attorney General addressed tho jur^- 
briolly on Ixdislf of the L'rowii ; stated his 
belief that tliu evidence ol liolj" had been 
'• cooked" by a Chiinsean isi|Uavv — llie accus- 
ed's wile — and said llie discrHpaiicic-s in the 
evidence ,-f "Joliiisoii" amounted to noth- 
ing, as he was both physically and mentally 
prostrated. „ , 

With the consent of the Attorney General, 
Philip Kiildidl was sworn lo pruvu tho e.v- 
celleiil cliaiaclcr uf the ucciimmI :— Have 
know prisoner siiicu 1866 in Culifoiiiia ; ho 
was a diloh-owner andminer; his leputution 
was excellent ; he was never in any diili- 
cnlty ; I came hb-relasl January ; have done 
nu'.lung MUCH 1 ariivcd ; have no occupation ; 
niv means are veiy limited. 

'The Judge ohargeJ tho jury briefly, and 
that body retired to deliberalo; reluming in 
about filtoon mlnutoa with a verdict ul ' nut 
guilty." 

Upon the rendition of theverdiol, cmisid- 
erablo appliiusu wnx inanifesled. Lewis was 
than disoiiargeil fr<iin ciisiudy. 

KKOISA vs. AI.I.ACIIK. 

° Allftohe, a C.'hiiusciin Indiiiii, wan ])liii!n(l 
at the bar, charged with having, nn the Hith 
da> of July la^'i stalilind lo deuth a young 
negro imrnVd 'rinmiin Hrown, while ihu lat- 
ter was visiting thu Chimsean lodges. A 
jury wM«nip«a«lle«l, and bU lienor ordured 



a plea of "not guilty" to be entered. The 
prisoner appeared without counsel. The 
Altoiiiey General opened tho case for the 
Crown; and Donald McAuley acted as in- 
lerpreler. 

"Juliii," a Cliim.'iean, te.^iified to seeing 
two negroes consu into his lodge; t'lie ne- 
groes stood there and said nolliiiig; a linle 
child was standing at the door; the de- 
ceased stooped down to kiss the child, and 
ju.-^l then Allache slabbed him in the back. 
Tho other negro ran away when his compa- 
nion was stubbed. 

The prisoner then made a .slatement, that 
he never used to drink much rum; but that 
morning his brother bought a bollle of rum 
and gave him some. He was so drunk he 
did not kuow'what he was about. One of 
the Songish Indiana has said that it was not 
me that stabbed the man; it was another 
Indian. 

Win. Seely, sworn — Prisoner was hronghl 
lo see BmWQ.at tho hospital ; Brown said 
ho would rather have given him S50 than be 
cut in that way. Brown is since dead. Pri- 
soner was not present when the deceased 
made a stateirieiit. 

Dr. Trimble testified tU«t tho wounds were 
sullicieiil lo cause tlealh. 

Sofoe.fufllier evidence was taken, ilnd tho 
case was then givsnto the jury, who returned 
in a few momehls'vvilh a verdict of " Guilty 
of murder in Ihe first degree." 

The prisoner was remanded lo jail to 
await sentence of death, and the Court ad- 
journed till Tu esday, at^lO, pjqloc k, x. m.

A Silver Mine at Hope! 

The Wilson G. Hunt. Captain Welch, 
arrived Irum Fraser river on Saturday even- 
ing last, bringing very few passengera'and 
S9,000 in gold dnsl. 

From several of lliQ passengers, and from 
the correspondence published below, we 
learn that the greatest excitement exists at 
the various towns oh Fraser river, regarding 
the Rook Creek mines, and the discovery uf 
a silver minej'a. short distance above Fori 
Hope. At first, it was said that the latter is 
as rich as the Comstock lead in Washoe; 
but several specimens having been assayed 
at X'ow Westminster on Saturday, they were 
lound to yield fully from S'iO to S-45 per ton. 
These specimens, it is said, however, are 
not the richest found ; the discoverers hav- 
ing wisL'ly Concluded to hold back the best 
" lumps'' until a right to woik llie mines 
had been secured. The object in assaying 
the specimens ineiilioned being lo sati.'-fy 
themselves whether lliey were silver or not. 

Arrival of Dunbar's Pony Express from 
Rook Cieek. 
New Westmiastkr, Aup. 10, 1860. 

THE ROCK CREEK MIMES. 

Euiron BniTisH Coi.onmst: — Mr. Ueor^jt- 
Dunbar, Pony E.tpre.'s man connecting with 
Ijallou's Fraser River K.vpres.s, arrived at 
Hope in four and one-half i!a)-s from Uuck 
Cieek. lie left Hock Creek on tlio iUI iiist., 
and reports about 300 men al wnrk there, 
making from S5 to $20 per day, and several 
as high as 8100 per day. The miners all 
.seem coiilenleil, and feel certain of doing 
well. The miners are leaving Canal Kiver 
for Rock Creek. He met two trains (40 
II, iilns) coming from the Dalles with provi- 
sioii-i fiir Kock Creek, ft takus 20 day.s for 
liaiiis to L^ij from tin; Dalles to Unck Creek, 
and 10 days from Hope. Di.Maiici! from 
Hope lo Rook Creek, loO mib-s ; fiom Hope 
to South Fork of ihe Similkameeii (where 
new iliggiiigs are discovered), 70 miles. 

Diii'.bar was delayed half a day,olherwiso 
he conl.l have made the distance in four 
d;iys with a good horse. Tin: first IS miles 
of the trail from Hope is quite b.ul, owiii:,' to 
mud,. and the mules have some trouble, bul 
once over^tbat, the trail is (ine theremninder 
of the distance. 

A iniin can walk to Rock Creek in si.v 
days liom llo[i(3 Diiiibar will Ic.ive llujie 
again on llie arrival of the California mail 
there. The course from Hope to Rock 
Creole is nearly east, ot a vciy litlle simtli of 
cast, rreight from llie D.tlles to Rock 
Cri'cl;, L'Oi: per lb.; from Hope to tieail wa- 
ters of Similkaiiieen, Ific per lb.; mid from 
there to Rmd; Creek, •■iboiil le jicr lb. No 
train lia> yet gone Iliruiigh to tin- new dig- 
gings ftniri Hope, but will, probably, in a 
few days. Two trains left Hope for Sirnilka- 
meeii y'sicrdav (i>lh in.M.) Three trainsaro 
now at Hope, and will slart in a day or two 
fur the -anil? place. .^liners can work near- 
ly all the year at K.iek Cieek. No bar <lig- 
gings there, but bench and bed-uick dig- 
ging*. It is the opinion of old rniiier.s that 
the iiiiiia diggings »t British Columbia and 
Wa-,liin-ion Teirilory have just been struck 
al Ruck Creek mid Siiuilkameon. Tho gold 
on the former is all very coarse, requiring no 
quicksilver. 

A BIL.VBU MINE. 

C()iisiilerab(o«xolteinenl has been kicked 
up at Hope (in BOcijHnt oC new silver ilig- 
giiigs being discoveri'd. which are Ihonglil 
eipial to the richest claim in War-hoe. 

It apjiears that some live or si.\ Washoe 
miners left WnHlioo a short time iigo tor 
this Cfiuiitry, hir tho solo purpimo of pros- 
pecting for silvirr. Tliey arrived at Hope 
via N ictoria about two weeks ago, and ootn- 
moiicod al once to sorvrch for silver oin. 
Having bom slmwii somo cropping-^, tticy 
drilled Into the rock whero the croppings 
cnmo from, and putting in a'cliargo ol pow- 
der, touched II off, when up Jltw thi lilvtr 
ore ! And lo well latiaflud ware thoy with 
ihB proapofll tbiit thoy looked no fqUhor, 



but staked cut their claims and appointed 
one uf their number (Mr. Greenwood), to 
bring in a number of specimens lo have a.^- 
sa^-ed. I talked with him yesterday, and 
."•.e told me he would not sell his shaie of 
this claim for the richest share in Washoe. 
He has also some ol the otheis with him 
who have shares in the Washoe Comstock 
lead now. He has been a miner all his 
days, has worked in silver mines in i\le.\ico 
and California, and says ho knows silver ore 
the moment. he puts his oyo on it He is 
verY'8a)jgiiiho.\ 'and, jhinks this, as- 
tonish' the world. ' I have two pieces of the 
ore which 1 shall have assayed to-day and 
let you know the result if I can, in lime lor 
the steamer Hunt.
